Reasoned Statement under Rule 43blS-Hs)(i) with regard to novelty, inventlv* step or industrial appUcabiiUv 
citations and explanations supporting such statement 

The solution to this problem that is proposed in 
claim 1 (or 11) of the present application involves 
an inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)) for the 
following reasons: 

In the prior art, only the movement of the plunger 
by means of a control unit, which uses the 
difference in macs between the as-produced mass and 
the set mass, is known (see D2 or D3) , in 
addiLion, Dl and the prior art lack any reference 
to using this difference step by step in order to 
define the movement of the plunger more accurately. 

Therefore, a person skilled in the art would not 
have the idea of developing this improved device to 
solve the problem in question. 

Claims 2-10 (or 16-17) are dependent on claim 1 (or 
1 1 ) and therefore likewise meet the PCT 
requirements for novelty and inventive step.

l The application does not meet the requirements of 
PCX Article 6, because claims 1 and 11 are not 
clear . 

The plunger device of the represented embodiment 
that is described on page 5, lines 11-1.7 i s not 
covered by the present claims. This inconsistency 
between the claims and the description leads to 
doubts concerning the subject matter for which 
protection is sought, for which reason the claims 
are not clear (PCT Article 6) . It appears from the 
claims with the wording "p«r plunger" that the 
plungers <2, 2') have independently movable 
profiles, although it is clear from the description 
that the plungers can be changed by each other, so 
that the movement profile relates to the two 
plungers together. 
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
